Dwight Bennett is currently Resident Conductor of the 
University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Assistant Conductor 
with the Vienna State Opera, Artistic Director of Opera 
Mississauga, and Resident Conductor of the Canadian Opera 
Company. 

Mr. Bennett studied conducting with Karel Ancerl at the 
University of Toronto, Julius Herford at Indiana University, and 
then went on to study in Europe with Franco Ferrara in Siena, Kiril 
Kondrashin in Hilversum, and Bernard Haitink at Glyndebourne 
and with the Concertgebouw in Amsterdam. He won first prize in 
the Heinz Unger Conductor’s Competition. 

Mr. Bennett was Music Director and Principal Conductor of 
the Thunder Bay Symphony Orchestra for fifteen years, and the 
Music Director and Principal Conductor of the Windsor Symphony 
for four years. In addition, he has appeared as guest conductor 
with orchestras and opera companies across Canada and the 
United States, and has conducted the Orchestra de la Russe in 
Italy. He has been heard in recordings and broadcasts by the 
CBC on ntimerous occasions. Two recordings with Dwight Bennett 
conducting the Vancouver CBC Orchestra have been released. 

As Assistant Conductor at the Vienna State Opera, his 
work has most recently taken him to Kiev, and Rotterdam, as well 
as Vienna. This summer Mr. Bennett goes to Seattle to assist 
Hermann Michael with Wagner Ring cycle. In addition to 
orchestral concerts, Dwight Bennett’s Toronto engagements 
include Don Pasquale with the Canadian Opera Company, and The 
Barber of Seville with Opera Mississauga. He will be conducting 
Don Giovanni in Santiago, Chile, in 1995 as well as working with 
the Vienna State Opera on various productions.

Tonight’s Soloists 


Lynn Blaser began her singing career on-stage with the 
Canadian Opera Company Childrén’s Chorus in Toronto. A 
graduate of the Royal Conservatory and the University of Toronto 
Opera Department, she won numerous scholarships and prizes 
across Canada including the first national Competitive Festival of 
Music. Two awards from the Canada Council took her to Europe 
for extended periods of study with Tito Gobbi in Italy and with 
leading coaches and conductors in Austria and Germany. 

She has sung leading roles with the Canadian Opera 
Company on tour and in Toronto and also with Opera Hamilton, 
Calgary Opera, Theatre New Brunswick and the Festivals of 
Bermuda, Guelph, Algoma and Sharon and for CBC Television and 
many others. 

Outside Canada, her appearances have included a concert 
tour of France for Jeunesses Musicales de France and Cleveland’s 
Berea Bach Festival. She was chosen by the distinguished 
conductor, Margaret Hillis, for the Dame Myra Hess Concert 
Series in Chicago. This concert included the worl of several 
Canadian composers, as did her recitals in Paris and London for 
the Canadian Cultural Centre. 

Lynn Blaser is an Adjunct Associate Professor in the 
Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. She has been a vocal 
coach for the Ontario Youth Choir for five years and teaches 
privately in Toronto. 


Born in Winnipeg, Peter Barnes is a versatile baritone 
with a reputation for outstanding performances in opera, oratorio, 
concert, and musical theater. He graduated from the University of 
Toronto Opera Division in 1985, and since then has appeared with 
opera companies and orchestras from coast to coast. His 
achievements include honours in the “Du Maurier Search for 
Stars”, the National Bach Aria Competition, and the CBC Young 
Performers’ Competition. Presently, Mr. Barnes is a cast member 
of The Phantom of the Opera, and his busy schedule includes 
teaching singing at the University of Toronto. 





Mezzo soprano Elizabeth Turnbull has been heard on concert 
and operatic stages in Germany, the United States and Canada. 
Her operatic roles include Mallika (Lakmé), Dorabella (Cosi fan 
Tutte), Cherubino (Le Nozze di Figaro), the Mother in Amahl and 
the Night Visitors, Augusta in The Ballad of Baby Doe and the title 
role of Carmen. Recent concerts have included appearances with 
the Aldeburgh Connection in Toronto, the Bach Consort, New 
Music Concert Series, Messiah with the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra, and Elijah at the Elora Festival. Ms. Turnbull is heard 
frequently on CBC Radio. 

A winner of the Metropolitan Opera Competition (Semi Finals) and 
a recipient of a Canada Council Grant, Miss Turnbull recently 
studied in London, England with such Baroque specialists as 
Emma Kirkby, Alastair Ross and Diane Forlano. She has also 
been the recipient of a Young Artist Fellowship at the prestigious 
Steans Institute at the Ravinia Festival where her teachers 
included Martin Datz, Reri Grist, Carmen Mehta, Hermann Prey 
and Marilyn Horne. 


Born and raised in Brampton, Ontario, tenor Glyn Evans 
graduated with a Diploma in Operatic Performance from the 
University of Toronto in 1978. In 1965, at the age of 24, he made 
his professional debut as a soloist when he sang the tenor role in 
Handel’s Messiah with the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir. Ever 
since, he has enjoyed a busy and varied singing career, appearing 
with virtually every major orchestral, operatic and choral 
organization in Canada. Frequently heard on the CBC he 
performs from a vast repertoire, works both traditional and 
contemporary. 

In 1984 he made his European debut, performing Haydn’s 
oratorio, Creation in Lyon, France. In 1993, he travelled to 
Christchurch, New Zealand where he sang the leading role in Paul 
McCartney’s Liverpool Oratorio. In January of this year, he was 
honoured to participate in the Mendelssohn Choir’s 100th 
Birthday Concert, a performance of Verdi’s Requiem. 

His latest recording, soon to be released, is an album of songs by 
Benjamin Britten, produced by the CBC. 

A resident of Guelph for the past six years, Glyn continues to sing 
actively as well as teach, both at home and at the University of 
Guelph.
